UNITED STATES-GREEK NEGOTIATIONS 

Changes in the Greek tariff rates on automobiles and trucks have resulted from nego- 
tiations between the United States and Greece recently concluded. 

The new negotiations between Greece and the United States resulted in (1) breaking 
down the original category of “trucks and their trailers” into four items which will be 
treated separately for tariff purposes; and (2) a liberalization of the Greek tariff on auto- 
mobiles 

It was agreed that the basic rate on “trucks with driver’s cabs only” would be in- 
creased to 6 percent only. This item accounts for virtually all of the Greek truck imports 
from the United States. “Complete trucks,” on which the duty was raised to 10 percent, 
come principally from Europe 

The basic rate on “trucks and their trailers’ was increased to 10 percent, but the 
words “not elsewhere specified” were added as a safeguard against future specification of 
additional types of trucks separately at higher rates of duty. 

The Greek Government also agreed that the basic rate on “panel trucks,” used widely 
in Greece as passenger vehicles, would not be allowed to rise above 15 percent, the rate 
applicable to passenger automobiles of similar characteristics.

RARELY is there such an unusual case of the parallel growth in stature of a man and a port 
as in the case of J. P. Turner and the Alabama State Docks at Mobile. Mr. Turner joined 
the Alabama State Docks in 1929, only one year after the state of Alabama had officially opened 
this modern ocean terminal in an effort to rejuvenate lethargic Mobile, the State's only seaport. 
Beginning as a clerk in the Wharves and Warehouses department, Turner rose successively through 
the ranks from one position to another in the different departments of the Docks. After eight years 
with the department working up to assistant superintendent of the cargo piers and warehouses, he

comprise the greatest concentration of industry, population, wealth and pro- 
ductive capacity in the Western Hemisphere. 
The largest of the Delaware River Ports, Philadelphia, is located 100 miles 


from the Atlantic Ocean. 


Its freshwater harbor covers 23 miles of waterfront 


on the Delaware and 8.5 miles on the Schuylkill River. An unprecedented volume 
of shipping, combined with convenient location has made Philadelphia one of the 


major ports of the world. 

The river tumbles out of the Catskill 
Mountains in New York State and wends 
its way seaward, leading to the world’s 
principal trade routes as it runs south- 
ward. The land along its banks is gener- 
ally level, lending itself ideally to indus- 
tria] construction. Rail, truck and air 
lines parallel the deep water channel of 
the river. 

Industry has seen these inherent advan- 
tages and all of the larger producers—coil, 
steel, chemicals—have located in the area. 
There are also many other enterprises 
which have found the Port waterfront 
just what they needed for their business 
production facilities. The diversity of 
business, in fact, is so pronounced that 87 
per cent of all industry types classified by 
the U. S. Bureau of the Census have lo- 
cated along the Delaware. 

Across the river from Philadelphia lie 
the Ports of Camden and Gloucester. 
Camden is the home of world famous RCA 
Victor Division, Radio Corporation of 
America, Campbell Soup Company and 
vther internationally known _ industrial 
firms. Both Camden and Gloucester are 
important manufacturing centers and 
many local industrial firms operate their 
own modern pier facilities. The Port of 
Camden is also served by the Camden Ma- 
rine Terminals, operated by the South 
Jersey Port Commission. Camden is linked 
with Philadelphia by the Benjamin Frank- 
lin Bridge, operated by the Delaware 
River Port Authority. The Authority also 
has under construction the Walt Whitman 
Bridge connecting Gloucester with South 
Philadelphia, to be opened in early 1957. 





Thirty miles below Philadelphia and 70 
miles from the sea is Wilmington, Dela- 
ware, the chemical capital of the world. 
This Port is served by the Wilmington 
Marine Terminal. 

Midway between Philadelphia and Wil- 
mington, the waterfront of the Ports of 
Chester and Marcus Hook, Pennsylvania 
is lined with industrial establishments. 
Steel, chemicals, automotive equipment, 
paper, and petroleum products are prin- 
cipal waterfront industries. Marcus 
Hook’s two great oil refineries make this 
port the second largest on the Delaware in 
tonnage. Accross the river in New Jersey 
is the Port of Paulsboro, New Jersey, an- 
other major industrial port. In tonnage it 
is the largest New Jersey port on the Del- 
aware since large volumes of crude petro- 
leum and petroleum products are received 
and shipped by the oil installations located 
here. 

Upriver from Philadelphia at Fairless, 
Pennsylvania, U. S. Steel has built a 
thousand-foot dock to handle imports of 
iron ore from the Cerro Bolivar mines of 
Venezuela and from other countries. Six 
miles above Fairless lies the Port of Tren- 
ton, 135 miles from the seat at the head 
of the navigable portion of the Delaware 
River. Trenton is served by the Trenton 
Marine Terminal. 

The Delaware River Port is an indus- 
trial port, and a major portion of the 
waterborne commerce of the port is laden 
or unladen at facilities at industrial 
plants which line the river from Trenton, 
to the sea. Seven major oil companies 
have refineries in the area. Each main-

The Port Area is a major chemical 
manufacturing center. Chemical plant 
are found throughout the entire region, 
lining the banks of the Delaware in Penn 
sylvania, New Jersey, and Delaware, 
maintaining piers and wharves for the re 
ceipt of raw materials and shipment of 
finished products. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad and the

Port Richmond the Reading Company has 
two coal piers, an ore pier, and a grain 
elevator with a 2,500,000 bushel capacity 
together with a pier and grain gallery. 
The Girard Point Terminal] of the Penn 
sylvania Railroad on the Schuylkill Rive) 
includes an ore pier, a pier used princi 
pally for the handling of china clay, and 
a grain elevator with a 2,225,000 bushel 
capacity together with a pier and grain 
gallery. At Greenwich Point, the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad maintains a coal pie. 
and an ore pier. The ore pier, placed in 
operation in 1954, is the largest and most 
modern ore-handling facility on tidewater 
in the United States. Equipped with the 
latest ore-handling machinery, this fa 
cility can work two vessels simultaneously 
and discharge up to 5,600 tons per hour. 

At Philadelphia, and the other Dela 
ware River Ports, general cargo pier fa 
cilities may be considered in three groups. 
Approximately one-third of the total ca 
pacity of the Port is made up ef the rail- 
road-owned piers. The municipal piers of 
the city of Philadelphia also comprise 
about one-third of the general cargo ca- 
pacity of the Port. 

The remaining one-third of the genera 
eargo facilities of the Delaware River Port 
include the Philadelphia Army Supply 
Base, better known as Philadelphia Piers. 
built by the Federal Government during 
World War I and operated under lease by 
a private terminal operator; the Camden 
Marine Terminals; the Wilmington Ma 
rine Terminals; the Chester Tidewate 
Terminal and the Trenton Marine Ter- 
minal 

Commerce of the Delaware River Ports 
is showing a very rapid rate of growth. A

INVESTIGATION OF FORWARDERS—SUBCOMMITTEE REPORT 

The Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries has tentatively adopted a Report 
of the Subcommittee, after a rather extensive investigation, with hearings at Washington 
San Francisco, New Orleans and New York. Prior articles have advised you of the progress 
of those hearings. 

The Report is a 56-page document going into considerable detail and covering some 
of the testimony given at the hearings. A very considerable part of the Report deals with 
the Bland Freight Forwarding Act, and finally reaches the conclusion that the Act should 
be repealed, but the Government agencies may continue to use private freight forwarders 
whenever it is necessary and economical! to do so 

The Report deals at length with certain forwarder practices, and particularly the pay 
ment of brokerage. Some of the conclusions reached are not acceptable to the forwarding 
industry, and will be dealt with at the proper time 

At the end of the Report, ere is wiven in detail the following items 

1. Issues 
2. Conclusions 
3 Recommendations 

Because of the length of the Report ve are not setting it forth in full 

CBFAA has a limited supply of the full Report, and a copy will be sent to Forwarders 
on request, while the supply lasts. We might also mention that the Clerk of the Committee 
on Merchant Marine and Fisheries, at the House Office Building, in Washington, D. C., will 
undoubtedly furnish copies upon request. The Report is No. 2939, of the 84th Congress, 2d 
Session, and is entitled: “Investigation into the Activities of Foreign Freight Forwarders 
and Brokers.” 

Specifically, we wish to point out that in the recommendations and conclusions, two 
specific pieces of legislation are mentioned 

1. Repeal of the Bland Freight Forwarding Act 
2 The licensing of foreign freight forwarders 

Although legislation was introduced by Congressman Thompson recently, that legisla- 
tion has expired with adjournment of the Congress. The suggestion for legislation may 
well be picked up by the next Congress, and new bills introduced. There is no way of 
telling whether the bills will be identical with those introduced by Congressman 
Thompson, or of different wording. We have geod reason to believe that upon the intro- 
duction of such legislation, there will be hearings before the Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries, and we assume that on the Senate side, the appropriate Committee 
will also hold hearings. It is certainly the Association's intention to participate in those 
hearings, and do all that is necessary to protect the welfare of the industry 

We suggest that Forwarders give considerable thought to this Report, and adviss 
CBFAA of individual points of view, so that when the time comes for the preparation of 
any testimony to be given at those hearings, we may have available the ideas of all

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


CUSTOMS SIMPLIFICATION ACT OF 1956 
—On August 2, 1956, the President signed 
H. R. 6040, the long awaited legisiation to 
simplify customs valuation procedures, thus 
making it the “Customs Simplification Act 
of 1956." This Act contains 8 sections of 
which the most important is Section 2, pro- 
viding for the elimination of “foreign value” 
from consideration in the appraisement of 
ad valorem imports, except those appearing 
on a special list of articles to be prepared 
and published by the Treasury Department 
under the provisions of Section 6(a) of the 
Act This section directs the Secretary of 
the Treasury to prepare as soon as prac- 
ticable a preliminary list of articles which 
under the value provision of the new Act 
would have been appraised at average 
values for each article which are 95% or 
less of the average value at which such 
article was actually appraised during the 
fiscal yeur 1954. Domestic producers will 
be given an opportunity to suggest addi- 
tions to this list before the final list is 
published Articles on the final list will 
continue to be appraised under the method 
of valuation provided in the present section 
402 of the Tariff Act of 1930. The Council 
has suggested to the Treasury Department 
that the preliminary list be most carefully 
prepared to avoid inclusion on it of im- 
ported articles not competitive with do- 
mestically produced articles; and also that 
goods in bonded warehouse not of the type 
included in the final list should be reap- 
praised under the new valuation provisions 
of the Act before, if possible, the effective 
date of section 2 of the Act, which is 30 
days after the publication of the final list. 

Another important section of the Act 
amends section 522(c) of the Tariff Act of 
1930 relating to those where no 
realistic “mint par” value has been pro- 
claimed for the conversion of foreign cur- 
rencies into United States dollars for eus- 
toms purposes. This section becomes ef- 


cases 


fective with respect to entries filed on and 
fter September 3, 1956. 

The enactment of H. R. 6040 into law 
(which will within a few months eliminate 
“foreign value” for the bulk of ad valorem 
imports) is the culmination of efforts initi- 
ated by the Council in May, 1945, and which 
have been supported in recent years by 
many other trade organizations and cham- 
bers of commerce. The basic provisions of 
the Act represent a victory of major propor 
tions for proponents of liberalized trade 
policies. 

SUBCOMMITTEE ON CUSTOMS, 
TARIFFS, AND TRADE AGREEMENTS- 
tefore the 84th Congress adjourned, the 
Committee on Ways and Means of the House 
of Representatives established a Subcom- 
mittee on Customs, Tariffs, and Trade 
Agreements to conduct an _ investigation 
and study of all United States laws on 
customs, tariffs, and trade agreements, and 
the administration of these laws This 
subcommittee was formally organized on 
July 23, 1956, with Hale Boggs (D.-La.) as 
Chairman, and eight other members, four 
Democrats, and four Republicans, and staff 
assistants from the full committee These 
staff members are reported to have prepared 
a list of about 21 topics which the subcom 
mittee may study during the time the Con- 


gress is in recess. These topics include 
the “Antidumping Act,” the “Buy Ameri- 
can” Act, the “escape clause” and “peril 


point” provisions in the Trade Agreements 
Act, import restrictions for purposes of 
“national security,” ete. In September, the 
Subcommittee will hold public hearings in 
Washington on the operation of the “escape 
clause,” and later it is expected to hold 
hearings on other phases of the general 
field it proposes to study.

MEXICAN REGULATIONS ON CERTAIN IMPORTS 


Recently the Mexican press reported that 
the Ministries of Finance and Economy had 
issued regulations which would tie the im- 
portation of certain products and commodi- 
ties to the exporting of Mexican cotton. No 
decree has, as yet, been published in the 
Official Gazette nor have implementing 
regulations been issued However, all re 
ports to date indicate that a decree has 
been prepared and will be issued shortly 
which will obligate the importer of certain 
items, including automotive parts, chemi 
cals and fertilizer material, insecticides, 
typewriters, adding machines, sewing ma- 


chines, Whisky, watches, firearms and pei 
fume, to sell Mexican cotton in interna- 
tional markets in order to obtain an im- 
port license In effect, the decree, which 
will become effective October 1, places an 
import embargo on certain items unless + 
barter transaction covering a_ specified 
amount of cotton exports is negotiated.

PREPARING SHIPMENTS TO PHILIPPINES PUBLISHED 


Information needed by U. S. exporters in preparing shipments to the Philippines is 
contained in a new report. The 45th in a series of publications on preparing shipments to 
individual countries gives current information on how to prepare shipping documents 
sanitary and other special certificates required by the Philippines. Entry, warehousing, 
and transit procedures also are described, and regulations covering samples and advertis- 
ing matter explained. 

Entitled “Preparing Shipments to the Philippines,” the 8-page pamphlet is published 
as No. 56-65 in Operations Reports. It may be purchased from the Superintendent of Docu-

IRON AND STEEL SCRAP EXPORT LICENSING 

Export licensing of iron and steel scrap will continue under present requirements and 
restrictions until further notice. The Bureau explained that despite the steel strike, 
relaxation of existing restrictions does not appear warranted at the present time, since 
resumption of domestic steel production at capacity levels would require record scrap 
consumption for the balance of the year. In addition, several mills have continued to buy 
scrap during the strike with the result that surplus scrap stocks did not accumulate this 
year as they have during previous strikes 


DENMARK TAKES STEPS TO ATTRACT CAPITAL 

The National Bank of Denmark in a move to attract foreign investment capital has 
authorized commercial banks to repatriate without prior approval the capital and profits 
of most foreign investors. 

Danish authorities also expect to concentrate the handling of all matters pertaining 
to foreign investment in a single governmental office, an arrangement which should 
simplify the procedure required of prospective investors 

Other steps to attract investment capital now under discussion include issuance of an 
official investment guide, and sponsorship of a visit by American press representatives to 
Denmark to examine the possibilities of dollar investment

Grand Bahama Port to be Developed—Grand Bahama Port Authority has been 
thorized to construct a deep-water harbor in the vicinity of Hawksbill Creek and to 
purchase and improve 50,000 acres of crown land. The Ludwig shipping interests—Na 
tional Bulk Carriers of New York—the first licenses in Freeport, are planning to con 
struct a shipyard and to dredge the harbor. The dredge reportedly is now under con 
struction and operations are expected to begin late this summer. It is anticipated that 
the shipyard eventually will employ 2,000 workers and the Ludwig interests may also 
construct a lime and cement plant Grand Bahama Port Authority, a private corpora 
tion, in August 1955 entered into an agreement with the Government of the Bahamas 
for creation of an industrial-commercial area on Grand Bahama Island to be known as 
Freeport.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 12 of the Export Control Act of 1949 (63 
Stat. 7), as amended by Public Law 33, Eighty-second Congress (65 Stat 3), and Public 
Law 62, Eighty-third Congress (67 Stat. 62), is hereby amended by striking out 1956" and 
inserting in lieu thereof “1958”. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of Commerce is hereby directed to immediately make a complete 

irvey of the iron and steel scrap available and potentially available and to file with the 
Congress an interim report within three months and a final report not later than January 
}1, 1957. The Secretary may contract with any private organization for the collection of 
information necessary to such survey, but any conclusions or recommendations in any 
report to the Congress under this section shall be made by a full-time officer or employee 
of the Department of Commerce, and no person employed under section 710 (b) of the 
Defense Production Act of 1950, as amended, shall in any manner participate in such 
survey.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—PORTS OF ENTRY 


By virtue of the authority vested in the President by section 1 of the act of August 1, 
1914, 38 Stat. 623 (19 U.S. C. 2), which was delegated to the Secretary of the Treasury by 
the President by Executive Order No. 10289, September 17, 1951 (3 CFR, 1951 Supp. Ch. II), 
the limits of the customs ports of entry of Port Arthur, Beaumont, Orange and Sabine, 
Texas, Lake Charles, Louisiana, Chicago, Illinois, and Toledo, Ohio, are hereby extended to 
include the additional territory described herein, effective upon the date of publication 
of this Treasury Decision in the Federal Register: 

1. The limits of the customs port of entry of Port Arthur, Texas, the headquarters port

TARIFF LEGISLATION 


Expired Bills—With the adjournment of the 84th Congress on July 27, 1956, a number 
of bills relating to foreign trade policy in general or to specific imported commodities 
expired, in view of the fact that action was not completed on them. Among these was 
H. R. 5550, which would have allowed the United States to join the proposed Organization 
for Trade Cooperation; H. R. 10519 (and its companion bill in the Senate, 8. 4220), which 
proposed to amend section 304(d) of the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act for the 
purpose of allowing reexportation or return to the shipper of certain imported articles 
seized and condemned after having been passed by the Food and Drug Administration at 
the original port of entry; H. R. 11436, which would have imposed a tax of $8 on every 
processing in the United States of any watch movement; H. R. 11952, which proposed to 
amend paragraph 909 of the Tariff Act of 1930 for the purpose of making certain that al 
articles made of corduroy are to be dutiable under that paragraph at 50% ad valorem 
about 30 bills proposing to impose quotas on imports of fish and fish products; about 1f 
bills proposing to impose quotas on imports of textiles and textile products; and a number 
of other bills proposing to effect changes in the tariff treatment of sundry imported 
products. 

Bills Awaiting the President’s Signature—The Congress completed action on a number 
of bills relating to imports which are now awaiting the President’s signature. These are 
H. R. 9396 which (1) exempts guar seed from duty for a period of two years, (2) allow 
free entry for certain stained glass imported by religious institutions, and (3) also allows 
free entry for mosaics used for religious purposes; H. R. 10177 providing for the free 
importation under par. 1643 of copying lathes used for making rough or finished shoe lasts 
from models of shoe lasts

NEW SIMPLIFIED CUSTOMS BAGGAGE DECLARATION 

The Treasury’s Bureau of Customs has announced that baggage declarations by trav- 
elers entering the United States have been greatly simplified and streamlined 

A rew baeeare declaration form—the first new one in over a half century—will b-: 
placed in use at most United States seaports, airports and land border stations. The form 
has been so designed that in many cases, its completion will require only check marks 
to indicate “Yes” or “No” answers to a few printed questions, plus the traveler’s namé 
and address and facts about the trip. The form contains space for listing of articles when 
necessary. 

Carriers, such as steamship companies and air lines, as well as traveles 
to find the new form to their liking Tt shonld minimize the heretofore onerous “brief- 
ing” of passengers by carrier personnel on details of the declaration task 

First supplies of the new form now being destributed to Customs field offices are 
printed in English, but French, Italian, German and Spanish versions will be available in 
a short time. 

Traditional fears of the old declaration form by inexperienced travelers fear due 
in large part, supposedly, to its rather puzzling design and highly formal! language 
are exp2cted to be set at rest by the new form, the text of which leads off with this assur 
ance: 

“The United States Customs Service extends to you a most hearty welcome on your arrival 
in the United States and invites your attention to certain formalities attendant to your clear- 
ance through Customs.” 

There follows a brief section to be filled in with the traveler’s name and address 
ind facts about the trip 

The form then contains two groups of questions. one for returning residents and one 
for arriving non-residents, all to be answered by check marks in “Yes” or “No” hoxes 
These sections state the duty-free allowances for residents and non-residents respect ‘ 
The questions ask whether these allowances have been exceeded. If a traveler in either 
group answers all questions in the negative, no further information is required If any 
of the answers are “Yes,” listing of the pertinent articles is necessary 

“Adoption of the new form is in line with the President’s program of facilitating inter 
national travel wherever possible.” Customs Commissioner talph Kelly commented 
recently. “In support of this program, the Customs Service is making every effort to 
devise procedures which will make the clearance of passengers arriving in the United 
States as pleasant and expeditious as possible.” 

So that as many returning tourists as possible may utilize the simplified new forms 
the Commissioner authorized all Customs stations to introduce the new form on August 
27, except for travel from Mexico into the States of Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and ports 
of entry in California south of Los Angeles. Special provisions of law apply in these 
States, and another new form is being devised to comply with them

TRANSIT SHIPMENTS 

The Bureau of Customs proposes to amend its regulations to allow collectors of 
customs, upon written application by the consignee or his agent, to permit merchandise 
in bond in transit througzu the United States to a foreign country or other place outsiae 
the customs territory of the United States to be examined, sampled, weighed, or sub- 
jected to some other operation not constituting manufacture. If the proposed amendment 
s auopted, the tollowing conditions will apply: (1) the application must be supporteu 
by a lexiltimate business reason for the request; (2) if the merchandise is in possession 
of a carrier, the concuirence of the carrier must be obtained; and (3%) the Government 
must be reimbursed for the services of the customs officers assigned to the supervision 
uf the operation. Data, views, or arguments relating to this proposal may be submittea 
in writing to the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D. ©, not later than August 24, 
1956. No hearing will be held. 


CUSTOMS SIMPLIFICATION ACT OF 1953 

This is to inform you that the instructions contained in C/L No. 2856, Supplement 
No. 2, dated May 2s, 1954, are not altered or affected in any way by the ruling of the 
U. S. Customs Court in J. T. Steeb & Co., Ine., v. United States, abs. 60078 (decided June 
28, 1956). 

ine court held that the assessment of additional duties under the former section 489 
of the tariff act was proper The Bureau agrees with this conclusion where, as in the 
Steeb case, appraisement took place prior to September 7, 1953, the effective date of the 
Customs Simplification Act of 1953 which abolished additional duties for undervaluation 

However, in any case involving merchandise appraised on or after September 7, 1953, 
the provisions of Supplement No. 2 to Bureau Circular Letter No. 2856 remain applicable 
and you shall continue to follow them. (C/L 2856, Supp. No. 3.) 


NOTICE OF PROSPECTIVE OR REVISED CLASSIFICATIONS 

It appears probable that a correct interpretation of paragraph 372, Tariff Act of 1930, 
requires that the Lintz & Eckhardt Model 101 and the Cornely & Cie Model B-5 machines 
be classified thereunder as embroidery machines at the rate of 15 percent ad valorem 
which is higher than that heretofore assessed on such articles under an established and 
uniform practice 

Pursuant to § 16.10a (d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 16.10a (d)), notice is 
hereby given that the existing uniform practice of classifying these machines as sewing 
machines, not specially provided for, under paragraph 372, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified.

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CUSTOMS SIMPLIFICATION ACT OF 1956 


The President recently signed the above measure, and in conjunction therewith, the 
Treasury Department has issued the following statement 

“The Treasury Department is making preparations for putting into effect the pro 
Visions of the Customs Simplification Act of 195¢ 

“Section 2 of the law provides new valuation procedures to govern the majority ot 
United States ad valorem imports export value (the usual wholesale value in the for 
eign market for trade with the United States) will become the preferred basis of valua- 
tiua insvead Of the nigher of export value or toreign value (the usual wholesaie vaiue ut 
the foreign market tor home consumption) \ number of changes in definition which 
will permit an export value to be determined more readily are also contained in Section 2 

“This new valuation system will not be applied, however, to those imports which 
the Treasury finds would decrease in value by 5 per cent or more under tne new pro 
cedures. Consequently, these procedures do not come into effect for any imports until a 
final list of those articles is published. The Bureau of Customs has started work on a 
preliminary list of those articies which will be reduced by 5 per cent or more. This pre 
liminary list will be published in the Federal Register and in the weekly Treasury Deci 
sions. i-omestic manufacturers, producers, and whoesalers will then have 60 days after 
publication to sugxexest reasons tor their belief that specified additions should be made 
to the list The preliminary list published by the Treasury will also contain detailed 
information advising domestic manufacturers, producers and wholesalers of the pro- 
cedure to be followed in making their suggestions for additions to the list. These 
Divceuures ‘Will be announced by tue Treasury in advance of the publication o1 the pre 
liminary list as seon as the necessary plans and details have been worked out 

The Customs Simplification Act of 1956 is the last of three customs measures enacted 
by the Congress under the present Administration. They constitute the first major revision 
in the law of customs administration and procedure since the Customs Administrative 
Act of 1938. 

The Customs Simplification Act of 1.58 ado i many improvements in the provisions 
governing the general administration orf « Among the more important change: 
made by that Act were 

(1) The elimination of many obsolete accounting procedures which required 100 pe 
cent verification of every customs transaction Under the authority of that Act, modern 
accounting methods and procedures have been introduced 

2) The elimination of a number of special marking requirements which formerly 
required the name of the maker or purchaser, as well as the country of origin to be 
marked on certain products, such as knives, scissors and surgical instrument 

(3) Repeal or the under-valuation duty, an additional duty of 1 per cent for each 
1 per cent that the final appraised value exceeded the entered value 

(4) Contained the authority which permitted tl Tre: iry Department to ‘ h the 
ise of certified consular invoices 

Another area of much needed customs re‘ on ji the classification schedules of 
the Tariff Act of 1930. These schedules have been basically unchanged since enactment 
of the Tariff Act of 1930 and consequently are deficient in many respects in their applica 
tion to products in current international trade In addition, experience over the last 
quarter of a century has revealed many inequities incertainties and anomalies in the 
application of these classifications 

The Customs Simplification Act of 1954 authorized the Tariff Commission to under 
take a study looking toward the revision of the classification schedules. The time for the 
Tarifi Commission report on this study, which was originally due this year, has been 
extended by the Congress at the request of the Commission to March 1, 1958 

It also made hanges in the procedures for classification of articles not enumerated 
in the Tariff Act and made revisions in the Antidumping Act of 1921 

As a result of all these mea and the inagement improvement program in the

REVIEW OF CUSTOMS TARIFF SCHEDULES

sion is making a comprehensive study of the laws of the United States prescribing the 
tariff status of imported articles and will submit to the President and to the Chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee of the House of tepresentatives and the Finance 
Committee of the Senate, not later than March 1, 1958, a review and consolidation of these 
laws which, in the judgment of the Commission, will to the extent practicable 

(1) Establish schedules of tariff classifications which will be logical in arrangement 
and terminology and adapted to the changes which have occurred since 1930 in the char- 
acter and importance of articles produced in and imported into the United States and in 
the markets in which they are sold 

(2) Eliminate anomalies and illogical results in the classification of articles 

(3) Simplify the determination and application of tariff classifications 

The Commission again invites importers, domestic producers, customs brokers, and 
other interested parties to submit any suggestions which in their opinion may accom- 
plish the purposes above indicated. The Commission is finding that suggestions previ- 
ously submitted are most helpful in this undertaking, and additional suggestions will be 


appreciated. Suggestions should be in quintuplicate and should be addressed to the 
General Counsel, United States Tariff Commission, Washington 25, D. C 
After the Commission has prepared a draft of revised tariff schedules, such draft 


will be made public and hearings will be scheduled for the purpose of affording interested 
parties opportunity to be heard with respect thereto, particularly with respect to the 


probabe effect upon domestic industry of any changes in duties which may be involved 
in the proposed revision = é

fundamental problems underlying a simplification of the tariff schedules, the principles 
to be followed by the Commission in formulating the proposed revision of the tariff
